OHN ARFMANN is big and im- 
pressive, black mustached, pros- 
perous looking, the embodiment of 
substantial business success, quiet, 
good natured, not much given to talk- 
ing; or, John Arfmann is smaller of 
stature, earnest, energetic, forcible 
and convincing in expression, of sound 
practical ideas and always ready to 
state his opinion—for there are two 
_ Johns, uncle and nephew, either ca- 
pable of standing securely on his own 
footing, but both together forming 
a composite John Arfmann that means 
things colossal in the breeding of Hol- 
stein cattle. 

Uncle John was an established mer- 
chant in New York when Nephew 
John, at the age of 14, in 1889 landed 
at Castle Garden with a dollar and 
thirty cents in his pocket, representing 
his total cash capital, and understand- 
ing not one word of the English lan- 
guage For the family homestead was 
near Bremen, Germany, and to a boy 
of young John’s ambitious tempera- 
ment, the signs all pointed to America, 
as the land of opportunity. So the one 
important matter was to make the 
crossing; sufficient unto the day was 
the dollar and thirty cents or even 
less, when safely on this side. Uncle 
John, of course provided work for his 
nephew at five dollars a month for the 
first six months and then twice as 
much for the next half year.

But young John like other lads of 
proper spirit, was anxious to assert 
his independence, and much to his 
uncle’s regret he sought and obtained 
a job as bar tender in a near by sa- 
loon.

grocery was a wholesale liquor house, 
but Uncle John’s personal attitude. to- 
ward the traffic is indicated by the fact 
that he had put young John in the 
grocery department—not behind the 
bar—and also by the fact that the 


friendly, if not cordial, relations with 
the uncle whose good offices he had 
been so slow to appreciate. One day, 
to his surprise, Uncle John proposed 
to sell him outright the Arfmann gro- 
cery business. The nephew protested 
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that he had no money to buy with, 
having spent his wages as earned, but 
the uncle was willing to take his note 
for the entire amount, and thus it was 
that young John commenced work on 
his own account. Here he made good, 
and demonstrated the level headedness 
and business ability that later in- 
sured his success in more ways than 
one. He paid for the store, made a 
little money besidés and also acquired 
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farm where he and his little family 
became full fledged farmers, and lived 
happily ever after. 

It was only eleven years ago that 
young John took possession of the 
farm. The livestock on the place at that 
time consisted of a team of horses 
and six scrub cows, five of which 
he later sold at seventy-five dollars, 
‘for the bunch. He became an eager 
reader of agricultural and live stock 
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friends who thought the best cow one 
earth ought to be bought for fifty dol- 
lars and John himself experienced 
some misgivings when his ninety dol- 
lar cow gave birth to a bull calf. Right 
here he made his first test of the value 
of advertising and thereby inaugurated 
a policy that was destined to make the 
Arfmann name famous, wherever the 
Black and White breed is known. 
The very day the bull calf was born.

what is to be more desired than 
riches—a comely, devoted wife. 
Meanwhile Uncle John had put six- 
teen thousand dollars into a 56-acre 
farm at Middletown, only to discover 
that the farm was slow to respond 
with immediate returns at the rate 
of two dollars for every one dollar 
invested, in accordance with the usual 
Arfmann custom. In fact, the farm 
became a constant bill of expense and 
swallowed up the profits of the city 
business with surprising greed. Said 
Uncle John to the nephew, “Johnny, 
wouldn’t you like to take charge of 
the farm’? To young John the idea 
was attractive, but at that time he 
understood absolutely nothing about 
farming, hardly knew a cow from a 
jack rabbit, and was as new to the 
proposition as could be imagined. 
Therefore, he felt compelled to 
decline the undertaking, But his 
uncle urged him to try the farm for a 
week before refusing positively, and 
his wife decided that the farm was 
exactly where he belonged, because 
his health was becoming impaired in 
the store and the doctor had pre- 
scribed out-of-door employment. Ac- 
cordingly John spent a week on the

papers, and discovered that certain 
cattle of the Holstein breed were 
bringing wonderful prices in public 
auction. He wondered why these 
cattle were worth so much more than 
the common sort, got all the informa- 
tion he could concerning their merits, 
and learning that J. T. Howell & Son 
owned a herd of pure bred Holsteins, 
immediately drove to the Howell farm 
where he bought the Fairmont herd 
foundation stock, consisting of one

John prepared an advertisement for 
the Middletown Times, announcing 
the arrival of a handsomely marked 
pure bred Holstein calf at Fairmont 
Farm, and offering the youngster to 
the first purchaser at twerty-five dol- 
lars. The next morning after the ad- 
vertisement was published, a farmer 
drove to Arfmann’s place before break- 
fast and anxiously enquired if the 
young bull was still unsold. When he 
drove away a few minutes later, he 
took the calf with him and left twenty- 
five dollars in the hands of young John 
who thereupon ran to the house and 
proudly exhibited this first trophy of 
Fairmont Herd achievement to his 
wondering friends. But it was charac- 
teristic of John to remark ruefully, “I 
ought to be kicked all over the farm 
for not asking ten dollars more.” Dur- 
ing the day a dozen other farmers 
came to the farm to buy the same calf, 
thus vindicating John’s confidence in 
the value of printers’ ink, and immeas- 
urably strengthening his opinion of the 
Holstein-Friesian breed. John has 
told me that this first sale of a bull calf 
for twenty-five dollars gave him more 
real pleasure than any sale that he 
has made since, not even barring the 











recent transfer of a one-half inter- 
est in a certain well-known bull to 
the Lawson Holding Company for a 
consideration of twenty-five thousand 
dollars. 

To sketch in merest outline the de- 
velopment of the Fairmont Herd 
would take more space than this ar- 
ticle should occupy. However, worthy 
of special mention is Mr. Arfmann’s 
early recognition of the importance of 
official testing. Like many other be- 
ginners, young John wrote to Super- 
intendent Gardner for information, 
and received in reply a letter so com- 
plete in its details and so encouraging 
in its tone that he immediately decided 
to put into practice Mr. Gardner’s ad-

vice, to the best of his ability. 

He commenced a test on four cows, 
and so zealous was he that all four 
were “off their feed” before the week 
was well begun. A couple of months la- 
ter, however, he tried again,and was so 
far successful as to make a 22-lb. rec- 
ord on one and creditable records also 
on the others. In this instance Mr. 
Gardner’s friendly interest meant 
great things for the breed, as it has in 
countless other cases when his counsel 
has been sought by prospective record 
makers, and Mr. Arfmann is honest in 
crediting to Mr. Gardner the inaugura- 
tion of a great era in the history of 
the Fairmont Herd. 

Concerning the present status of the 
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herd, Mr. Prescott’s able pen will 
have something to say, but in regard 
to the composite John—the big John 
and little John—it may be remem-, 
bered, “To tell the records of his 
cows, the prices they commanded; of 
how he built his business up, the big 
deals that he landed, and how he made 
his little farm a bright place on the 
map, awakening slothful neighbors 
from their long contented nap, would 
be to all my Holstein friends an old 
familiar tale, for never was an in- 
stance when a man like John could 
fail, and never was an instance when 
a Holstein of right breeding could 
fail to put her owner in a fair way to 
succeeding.”

One of the big sensations which 
the Holstein breed is constantly fur- 
nishing is the rapid rise of the Fair- 
mont Herd. Backed by an abundance 
of capital, plans were carried out 
which would have been beyond the 
reach of the ordinary individual. But 
something besides capital is required 
to achieve success. The two things 
which have contributed more perhaps 
than any others to the wonderful re- 
sults are judgment in selection, and 
efficiency in management. Without 
these capital is worse than useless, 
and with them any breeder is bound 
to succeed. 

In 1911 when King Segis Pontiac Al- 
cartra was offered at public auction 
Mr. Arfmann’s sound judgment was 
demonstrated when he outbid all his 
competitors and secured the bull, at 
the then record price of $10,000. With- 
out efficiency in management, this 
would have been money thrown away. 
But efficient management, together 
with more sound judgment in buying 
high record cows, gave King Segis 
Pontiac Alcartra his opportunity, and 
he has not let it pass unnoticed. His

Still another incident is fur- 
nished by the heifer, Lady Tobe De 
Kol. A son of King Segis Pontiac 
Alcartra was traded for her about a 
year ago. Naturally a wonderful heif- 
er, under the Fairmont management 
she has developed splendidly, and now 
stands as the World’s Champion senior 
3-yr-old. Her record of 36.59 is two 
pounds ahead of her nearest competi- 
tor in her class. She is likewise the 
highest record animal in the Fairmont 
Herd. She was by a grandson of Sir 
Korndyke Manor De Kol, and from a 
31-lb. daughter of Paul De Kol 4th’s 
Wayne. The second highest record 
cow in the herd is the 35.6-lb. junior 
4-yr-old, Fairmont Zerma Segis Pietje, 
who still holds the World’s record in 
her class.

once). And now has the credit of 
upwards of 10,000 Ibs. milk for the 
first 5 months and is still giving 
around 65 lbs. daily; this we believe 
is a world’s record, considering her 
age. Just imagine a cow after giving 
birth to a calf every year since she 
was two years old, up to the number 
of sixteen and then come out in 
practically her seventeenth year and 
set such a pace. Messrs. Winter & 
Son purchased this cow shortly be- 
fore she was 14 years old, then carry- 
ing a calf which was dropped Janu- 
ary 31, 1912, and it was not thought 
best to enter her in yearly test; but 
record was kept of her milk, and she 
ended the year with over 16,000 lbs. 
milk, being milked but twice daily, 
except the first two months. Hight 
months after freshening, being four 
months gone with calf she gave over 
60 lbs. daily. 

Artis Violet was never defeated in 
the show ring, taking six first prizes 
in six consecutive years. If ever 
there was a cow capable of making 
30,000 lbs. milk in one year, we be-

lieve this was one, had she been giv- 
en a chance in her prime. The pres- 
ent record she is making is under 
great disadvantage, as her front 
teeth have been gone for at least 
three years. 

This old cow is a sister to the sire 





of “Griselda,” the 1912 champion of 
Canada, for both milk and butter pro- 
duction in 365 days, over all breeds, 
also the highest priced cow ever sold 
or imported from Canada by a thou- 
sand dollars. 

Her record was 22,881 Ibs. of milk 
and 877.5 lbs. butter, being eight 
months gone in calf when the test 
was completed. The third sire of 
Artis Violet is also the third sire of 
King of the Pontiacs.

The American dairyman does not 
adopt Holsteins just because someone 
says there is more money in them. 


He has to be shown; and then he 
gets into the game, for the facts prove 
that the Holstein cow is the greatest 
profit producer for the dairyman or 
breeder, if she is but given the chance. 
True, she is a hearty eater, for she 
is large of frame and capable of mak- 
ing splendid beef if so desired, but 
her returns are so far in advance of 
the other breeds that she ‘is dollars 
ahead at the end of the year. The 
following table gives the result of 
extensive investigation by the Wiscon- 
sin Experiment Station, Bulletin No. 


102, “Studies in Milk Production.”

The palm of Champion Yearly But- 
ter Producer, as we all know, recent- 
ly passed to the Guernsey breed 
through the wonderful producer, May 
Rilma. In three hundred sixty-five 
consecutive days she produced 19,- 
673 lb. milk, 1073.41 lb. butter fat, 
leading the former Champion, Bano- 
stine Belle De Kol (1058.34 lb. fat) 
by 15.07 Ib. 

During her test May Rilma con- 
sumed eighteen pounds of grain per 
day, and three pounds each of beet 
pulp and molasses, at a monthly cost 
of $11.50, or $137.00 for the year. Of 
ensilage and hay she had what she 
could eat; also some carrots during 
a few months in the winter. At mar- 
ket prices, therefore, her feed figured 
$270.83. 

It is a regrettable fact that no ac- 
curate record was kept of the feed 
given Banostine Belle De Kol during 
her test. Her owners, however, state 
that she had not to exceed sixteen or 
seventeen pounds of grain per day on 
the average, with all the roughage 
she wished to eat. In the absence of 
definite figures, therefore, we will 
have to estimate the cost of maintain- 
ing her for a year. It will be noted 
that she ate a lighter grain ration 
than did May Rilma, but as she un- 
doubtedly consumed a larger amount 
of roughage, we will say that it cost 
$300.00 to feed her through the year. 

Figuring the butter fat at thirty 
cents per pound, and the skim milk 
at fifty cents per hundred (it is worth 
that in any good Holstein herd) the 
returns in each case would have been 
as follows:

As a matter of fact May Ritma’s 
milk was disposed of at twelve cents 
per quart, which on 9800 quarts would 
figure $1176.00. Deducting one-thira 
of this to pay for the cost of delivery, 
we have left $784, with a net profit 
over cost of feed of $513.17. Figuring 
Banostine Belle De Kol’s product on 
the same basis, and we have approxi- 
mately 13,700 quarts at twelve cents, 
or $1644.00, less one-third, which 
leaves $1096.00, or a net profit of $796. 
This exceeds the net profit for May 
Rilma by $282.88, a larger amount 
than a majority of the common cows 
of the country earn in a whole life 
time. 

However great may be the present 
showing of the breed, we must not 
sit back and rest on our laurels, for 
it is continuous achievement that 
counts, and to halt now, would mean 
that the other dairy breeds would 
crowd us back in the ruck. Let us 
therefore all pull together, striving to 
produce more and better Holsteins, 
typical in build, robust in health, out- 
distancing all the rest for butter, and 
continuing to drown them in respect 
to milk flow—real Holsteins, the kind 
that will put dollars in the pocket of 
every man that owns them.

His silence 
might be welcome enough but for 
some hundreds of dollars due on his 
account, which made it necessary for 
you to become the busy correspond- 
ent and burden your outgoing mail 
with statements and demands for pay- 
ment. 

It would be interesting to know how 
such a man sizes himself up.

his parents in the support of a large 
family, is preparing to enter an agri- 
cultural college next fall, where he 
expects to work his way through.

The growing need of trained 
farmers, the certainty of a constant- 
ly increasing market for agricultural 
products at paying prices, the health- 
fulness and sanity of country living, 
the numberless avenues for success- 
ful effort and the broad scope for in- 
dividual achievement afforded by the 
farming of today with every promise 
of greater advantages for the future 
—these are some of the important con- 
siderations that any ambitious lad will 
do well to take into account when 
planning his vacation. The newsboy 
is attracted tod the farm. Meanwhile 
the farmer lad, in too many instances, 
is looking forward to a career as 
book-keeper, stenographer, or ship- 
ping clerk in the big city. 





The development of the numerous 
Holstein Clubs that have sprung up all 
over the country, is another manifes- 
tation of the Chautauqua principle 
that impels people of like pursuits and 
interests to meet in assemblies and 
conventions for mutual inspiration and 
betterment. 

The successful Club meeting must 
have something more than an im- 
promptu program’ Better quarterly 
meetings that are worth while than 
monthly meetings that are failures. 
The average Holstein Club meeting is 
undoubtedly below the average farm- 
er’s institute, in respect to the at- 
tractiveness and interest of its pro- 
ceedings. The Secretary is usually ex- 
pected to do all the work of providing 
entertainment for every session, and 
when he has secured a speaker, he 
feels that the program is complete. 
Why not make the clubs co-educa- 
tional and while the men are discuss- 
ing bovine tuberculosis, let the wo- 
men in a separate room or hall, con- 
sider problems of home economics? 
A banquet in which all could partici- 
pate, followed by after-dinner speak- 
ing would make an interesting ending 
of an afternoon meeting; and the ses- 
sion could thus combine a variety of 
features that would make the occasion 
memorable. 

A good many excellent addresses 
have been delivered in Holstein Club 
meetings, and likewise a great deal 
of time has been wasted in these meet- 
ings by speakers illy prepared and 
lacking a message for the occasion. 

The question of how to make our 
Club meetings interesting and profit- 
able, is of so much importance that 


the World will welcome suggestions 
from its readers as to how the Hol- 
stein Club can be made to perform its 
mission as a means of uplift and ad- 
vancement for the breed and breeders 
and all concerned. 





Experience with the Pennsylvania 
xpress Company 


In May I went to the above com- 
pany’s place at 351 and 353 East 34th 
St., New York City, and bought a 
horse which suited me for farming at 
one hundred dollars. They gave me 
articles of agreement, saying if the 
horse was not satisfactory to return 
within thirty days and they would 
give me another horse. I gave them 
a check and they promised to ship 
the horse that night via boat to New- 
burgh, which they did not do. I 
became anxious, and we went early to 
the bank to stop payment on the 
check, but found they had already 
had it certified, but no horse was 
shipped. I then telephoned. They 
said if I wanted the horse to come 
down, as they had not been able to 
ship same, being all tied up. They 
promised to pay my expenses if I 
would come down and bring home the 
horse (which they did not do.) I 
went. Barbato insisted that we have 
the horse tried out before bringing 
him home. The horse drove all 
right and pulled all right. Barbato 
then came out and told the driver to 
bring the horse into the stable as he 
was getting short of wind and might 
fall. Then the driver got him in and 
tried to unharness, it acted as if it 
had a bad case of blind staggers. I re- 
fused to take the horse and they 
promised me another. Any horse 
that I wanted to take the place of the 
original was sold and any they would 
let me have were old horses worth 
about $25 to $50. 

So you see how the game is played. 

As for collars and blankets, they 
did not send me either and they do 
not ship free of charge, as far as 
paying freight is concerned, for I 
had to pay Central Hudson Steam- 
boat Co. that, yet when reading their 
ad, one would think they did. 

I also made another trip to see 
them and to plead with them to make 
things satisfactory. I found them to 
be anything but gentlemen in their 
dealing, as they promised in the 
presence of two witnesses to take the 
matter up with the president of the 
company and refund me some of the 
money—which they have never done. 

I might add here that when urged 
to give the address of the Company’s 
President, they became very angry, 
yet bluffed along as this sort of peo- 
ple can do. 

I would be pleased to have you 


publish this in your paper as I be- 
lieve the farmers of New York State 
should be told these facts so they will 
not also become victims.

“Eating Their Heads Off” 

At a recent fair a friend slipped his 
arm through that of a breeder of rec- 
ord-making black and white cows, and 
drew him aside for a confidential chat. 
“Now look here, old man,” he began, 
“own up. Don’t you think that big 
milking cows eat their heads off? 
Don’t you have to pay as much in feed 
bills for that extra milk as it is 
worth?” A little figuring convinced 
this doubter that the big milking cows 
of his friend, the Holstein breeder, 
were making him three dollars net 
profit, where his ordinary cows were 
not making him one dollar. He went 
away fully convinced that big milking 
cows did not eat their heads off. 

We mention this instance because 
this man is only one of a large class. 
We may lay it down as a fundament- 
al rule of business that small invest- 
ments never yield big returns. If we 
are to get great returns from dairy 
cattle, we must have cattle that will 
consume a great amount of feed and 
turn it into milk and butter fat. If we 
have the right kind of cows we need 
have no fear of them eating their 
heads off. If we use the scales at both 
the feeding end and the producing 
end any element of speculation or 
gambling that there might be in feed- 
ing big producers, may be entirely 
eliminated.—Editor Farm and Dairy.
